HOUSEHOLD BITS. 


Odd Item* of Information for the 


IIon«CTvlle. 


A seasonable and delicious way-of 


serving ice-cold raw tomatoes is to re- 
move the inside of the fruit, leaving a 
thick wall. Take out the seeds, and to 
the pulp add equal parts of dry mustard 
and brown sugar, a little salt, pepper- 
sauce and vinegar. Stir the mixture 
into a paste and refill the tomato. 


Do not put hot water or any kind of 


water upon woollens that have had 
liquid grease spilled upon them. First 
sprinkle buckwheat or rye flour over 
tie place and let. it absorb the grease, 
brush off the flour, and apply then 
fresih flour until all the .grease is- aib- 
sorbed. 


An excellent receptacle to be placed 


in a corner of a sewing-room for hold- 
ing pieces left from dresses, bits of 
new muslin and flannels that are. al- 
ways required at- hand for mending is 
a common flour barrel, Cover the bar- 
rel with pretty cretonne or chintz, 
plaiting the material and tacking1 it 
upon the inside of the barrel and at 
the top, drawing each plait smoothly 
do-wn. Fasten the"-plaits to the under 
side of -the barrel. 'Paste heavy brown 
wrapping paper inside the barrel to 
make a smooth lining. Lay a sheet of 
wadding over the barrel top and cover 
both sides with the. cretonne, overhaul- 
ing the material together at the edge. 
Make a box plaiting a little more than 
a finger in width and sew around to 
cover the edge. Fasten this cover to 
the barrel with two pieces of tape to 
serve for hinges, and .place- a bow of 
ribbon upon the top to make a handle 
for lifting the cover. The barrel will 
fit into a corner and be most conven- 
ient.

and the filling' for custard pies, if the 
milk is brought to the scalding .point 


nd sugar and placed at once In. thij 
yen for baking it will require only half 
.he time usually allowed for cooking, 
lie range oven is not always in the 
>roper condition for baking when most 
leeded and causes much annoyance. A 
costard pudding may be steamed, anc 
s oftentimes nicer'than baked, being 
more delicate. A cup custard will be 
steamed sufficiently in 15 minutes.—

discovered that secretly thoy love iho 
coins so well that they actually avail 
themselves of every opportunity to 
steal them. 
The custom has boon to 


ascertain the amount of silver coins in 
the Treasury by weighing tho sack" in 
which the coins are kept 
.Each sack 


is supposed to contain $1,000, and it 
weighs, including the sack, 
about 


sixty pounds. 
Formerly tho coins 


were accepted by weight, which saved 
the expense and delay of counting 
them, hnt the developments at th-3 
Carson Mint, where tlie inspectors 
found the weight all right wheu, as 
snbsequent developments proved, tho 
amonnt was all wrong, silver having 
been substituted for golti, opened the 
eyes of the Treasury ofBeuls and now 
the coins have to bo counted. During 
the present count at the KationoJ 
Treasury at "Washington a trusted em- 
ploye of the gold men was discovered 
in the act of taking silver dollars out 
of a sack, and patting lead in their 
place to make up the weight, thereby 
proTing that trusted employes in the 
Treasury ^Department at Washington 
are as liable to depart from the straigh 
and narrow path of rectitude as the 
Xsvada goldbag. 
Several of the bass 


which showed the 
required weight, 


were then opened and lead was found 
in all of them, though the trusted 
goldbug. who -was canght m the act of 
opening the sack, says that he only 
took thirty-six or the dollars. 
A. force 


of fifty clerks has been employed to 
count the silver coins in the 100,000 
sacks in the Treasury and it is ex- 
pected that the job will take 
six 


months to complete it and coat $25,000 


There are doubtless honest gold men 


in the country, bnt 
somehow the 


Treasury Department does not suc- 
ceed in finding them.

CAPE COD SANDSTORMS 


Effort* to Finn* Grass anil Stop U»c 


Driftfl. 


A sandstorm on Cape Cod, back of 


Provincetown, is something more to be 
dreaded than a western blizzard. When 
the wind blows in a gale from the north- 
cast the soft light sand drafts in im- 
mense clouds, completely obscuring all 
objects around farther than ten feet 
away It is worse than snow in many 
respects It not only covers up the road 
or trail in a short tune, but it changes 
the general features at the landscape 
permanentfly 
People get lost in the 


sandstorms, and often, when the storm 
subsides, the landscape is so altered that 
they are bewildered and puzzled in try- 
ing to locate llieir homes. Thesaadmay 
not be as freezing- cold aa the snow, but 
it is far more injurious. It cuts and 
guinds the face as it stakes it, and per- 
forms .ibout the same operation as a 
sandblast. Men wiho have been lost out 
in the furious sandstorms, and mem- 
bers of the hve-saving patrol, have re- 
turned home ut night witii their faces 
lacerated and discolored so that they 
resembled raw beef. Even the

Stealing of the Kennedy Helre««ei 
and It» Unfortunate Ending. 


The express objtet ot the abduction 


clubs was the forcible carrying1 off of 
rich heiresses, and their marriage -under 
duress to husbands chosen from their 
captors 
During the seventeenth cen- 


tuiy, when protracted wars and penal 
persecution had impoverished many 
old and Honored houses; Ireland:b'ecaine 
overrun with the class ibiown as 
"squireens"—younger sons or brothers 
of land-holding gentry, who were for 
the most part very poorly endowed 
with the world's'goods; 


In 1773 two young ladies made their 


appearance -upon the Irish social hori- 
zon who combined in themselves the 
rare attributes of considerable: wealth; 
and great beauty They were Katherme 
and Anne Kennedy,: daughters °*"•«: 
County Waterford: squir,e\ot large es- 
tate.Mr.Kennedy.ofKathmeathanman- 
or. A meeting, of ihb Sdutli leinster; 
abduction club was called,and lots were 
drawn for the Keiress: The lucky (or; 
as it afterwards proved, hideously im- 
lucKy) members' were "Lieut,' Jaih'es 
Strange, brother to'the'Tjaron of Dun-, 
kitt, and collateral ancestor of .the pres- 
ent Lord Bellew, and Mr. Gerald.Byrne, 
cousin of the earl of Ormonde. ,; 
, 


They were both 25 years of agej ;ancl 


neither had laid eyes upon the y<jjurig. 
ladies who had:fallen,to:them byloti 


The , abduction /clubs had spies: in 


every parish ;< and :it was soon, ascer- 
tained that on a certain day the Misses 
Kennedy .would drive ,\frbm /Lord 
Desart's country place (where theyhad•; 
been staying): to attend a performance 
in Kilkenny given by the famous Sam: 
uel Foote. A meeting of the conspir- 
ators was held at Kilkenny, and on the 
appointed day the approaches to the 
theater were, guarded by over 100 gen- 
tlemen, armed with swords, and by 
twice that number of peasants, with 
shillelaghs. 
. 
• 


The fair Kennedys attracted great at- 


tention ns they sat in a stage box dur- 
ing Mr. Foote's performance of "The 
Mayor of Garratt," and there, for the 
first time, Strange and Byrne saw their 
destined heiresses. The result was an 
immediate voluntary, exchange on, the 
jart of the yqung men. Strange, to 
whose lot KatJierinc Kennedy had fal- 
len, fell inTove with Anne at first sight; 
and Byrne became equally fascinated 
with Katherine. In the theater they 
agreed "to swap sweethearts." 


As; the ladies left the theater they 


were escorted by their cousin, Mr. 
Loughnan, Sir Charles Cuffe and Col. 
Helsham. They were in the act of step- 
ping into a coach when four gentlemen, 
with vizards over their faces, attacked 
them. Col. Helshun and Mr. Loug-h- 
nan instantly drew their swords, but 
the first-named gentleman was struck 
down with a shillalah, while Mr. Lough- 
nan fell pierced through the shoulder 
with a rapier. 
, . - ' • . ' 


Sir Charles Cuffe attempted to seize 


the girls, but the mob swarmed, down 
upon him, and he was finally stunned 
by a blow from the butt end of a pistol. 
Then the Kennedys were carried rapid- 
ly _to the_other-end-o£'the.parade., (a., 
"fasiiionable street), where two coaches, 
each with four horses and postilions 
were in waiting. 
"Crack went the 


whips, round went the wheels," and 
away through the dusk of a summer 
evening went the unfortunate heir- 
esses, one in each coach, and guarded 
as carefully as though they were des- 
peradoes. 


The first' stop was made at Knocna- 


doge, the shooting lodge of a Sir. B~^-, 
Strange's cousin, in the Castlecomer 
hills. Hero the young ladies were al- 
lowed to alight. Two peasant girls in 
the pay of the abduction club were as- 
signed to them as maids, and during the 
night their own half-brother (who, curi- 
ously, rwas a member of'the club nut! 
bound'by its oaths), introduced Byrne 
and Strange and informed his sisters 
that they must marry those daring 
gwains, 


Katherine Kenuedy was of a gentle, 


timorous nature, and soon consented to 
wed Byrne—whom, indeed, she seemed 
to like very much. But Anne Kennedy 
held out resolutely, and only the threats 
of being imprisoned, in the darksome 
depths of one of. the neighboring coal 
mines caused, her to give way. Event- 
ually a clergyman, real or mock, made 
his appearance, and the weeping girls 
were forced, at the pistol point, into 
matrimony. 
But in the meantime a courier had 


K^acied Dublin, and the lord lieutenant 
was n.oving heaven and earth to cap- 
ture the abductors. A fleet sloop-of- war 
put out of Dublin bay and sped down 
the Irish sen. An unfortunate delay on 
the part of the abductors' skipper gave 
the pursuing vessel its opportunity, and 
in, mldchann'ei the fishing smack was 
overhauled,' Byrne, Strange and their 
servants were all captured, heavily 
ironed and. taken to Wnterford, where 
they were transferred to Kilkenny jail, 
' Katherine Kennedy positively refused 
to give evidence against Byrne, but the 
other sister, whose aftecions Strange 
had not succeeded in gaining, went on 
the withness stand and swore her hus- 
band's life away. Both the young men 
were found guilty and sentenced to 
death—the forced marriages being at 
the same time declared null and void. 


Then began nn earnest struggle to 


save Byrne and Strange. 
The mn- 


chinery and influence of the abduction 
associations were set in motion. Every 
available string was pulled. Petitions 
for clemency poured in \ipon the lord 
lieutenant from every quarter, the 
prince of Wales (afterward George IV.) 
being one of the intercessors. But the 
lord lieutenant, refusing to (interfere, 
the death sentence was pronouncefd on 
Byrne and Strange. 
. 


Very bitter was the feeling against 


the Kennedy, girls in Ireland. '• They 
were, in fact, forced to leave their home 
and live in exile. Both married again, 
and the fact that these marriages were 
unhappy, was set do\yn by the peas- 
antry as "a judgment for the blood of 
Byrne and Strange."—Boston Globe.
